C . Functions 

1. As the standing interagency economic intelligence group of 
professional and technical personnel in the field of electric power 
and solid fuels, the Subcommittee shall perform the following 
minimum functions:

Economic Intelligence Objectives, identify significant research and 
collection deficiencies in the fields of electric power an s i 
fuels? 

(b) Develop and report not less than annually to the EIC 
ways in which these recognized research deficiencies 

are being, corrected and ways in which improvements could be or a 
being mde in economic intelligence collection requirements and in . 
the distribution and processing of economic intelligence information, 

(c) Facilitate review of proposals for external research 
contracts in its field in accordance with the provisions of DCID 3/ 
using the procedures adopted by the EIC> 

(d) Produce* on its own initiative (with EIC approval), 

or when directed by the EIC, interdepartmental economic intelligence 

on subjects in the fields of electric power and solid fuels which 
transcend the competence of a single department or agency, 

(e) Arrange on its own initiative, or when directed by the 
EIC, for the coordination of individual agency reports deemed of 
sufficient national security importance to warrant the solicit

(b) Provide an opportunity for the review and comparison 
of methodologies utilized in research in the fields covere y e 
Subcommittee; 

(c) Provide an opportunity, where appropriate and practical, 
of obtaining closer agreement on selected basic statistics within 

the fields of competence of the Subcommittee; 


(d) Bring to the attention of the EIC current problems and 
requirements for coordinated research which are recognized by the 
members of the Subcommittee • 


D. Operating Procedures 


1. The Subcommittee shall meet periodically as requited oo 
fulfill its mission, provided that it convene at leas oue^ paci 
fiscal year. 


2. The Subcommittee shall prepare and approve anAnnual Report 
to the EIC which will be responsive to the request oftheEICSecre 
tariat and will cover the activities of the Subcommittee m fulfil 
ing its mission as outlined in C, above. 
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3 . The (Subcommittee Secretariat shall provide appropriate 
members of the EIC, the Subcommittee, and the EIC Secretariat with 
copies of the Agenda and Minutes of its meetings. 

4. Keports and recommendations which have been approved by 
the Subcommittee may be transmitted to the EIC without comment. In 
case of dissent, the transmittal must be accompanied by an appro- 
priate statement, prepared by the dissenter(s), advising the EIC of 
the nature and substance of the dissent. 
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
